DOLLAR’S BUYING 
POWER INCREASES 
CENT SINCE AUGUST 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (UP)— 
The Department of Labor esti- 
mated today that the decline in 
the cost of living since last August 
has increased purchasing power 
of the dollar by 1 cegt. 

Department officials said that 
last August the 1948 dollar bought 
57.3 cents worth of goods and serv- 
ices in terms of 1939 dollars—base 
year of the Government's cost of 
living statistics. 

As a result of the cost of living 
drop published this week to 171.4 
per cent of the 1935-39 average, 
the 1948 dollar as of last Dec. 15 
bought 58.3 cents worth of goods 
in terms of 1939 dollars, the de- 


partment said. 


In June 1946, the last month of 
Government price controls, the 
dollar bought 75 cents worth of 
goods and services on the basis 
of 1939 figures. The purchasing 
power slipped steadily until the 
trend was reversed by the current 
extended slide in living cost. 

The department is due to make

Such recommendation is contin- 
gent on approval of the director 
of federal prisons, but United 
States Attorney Sam Wear said 
the recommendations of the sen- 
tencing judge generally were fol- 
lowed. Wear said Smith probably 
would be sent to the federal medi- 
cal center at Springfield, Mo. 

(The fine was not paid. Smith’s 
attorneys said he had no funds 
and that even his home was mort- 
gaged. Under federal law, if the 
fine is not paid at expiration of 
the sentence, an additional 30 
days is served in lieu of payment.)

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$50,000,000 Berlin Art Exhibit 
Will Open at Museum Tomorrow 


Showing to Continue Through Feb. 17—Spe- 
cial Care in Unpacking and Hanging 
to Prèvent Damage to Paintings.

City Art Museum officials with 
$50,000,000 worth of — 
from Berlin museums on their 
hands were completing today the 
job of hanging the masterpieces 
on the walls of the museum. 

Public exhibition of the paint- 
ings, which were found in a salt 
mine at Merkers, Germany, by 
United States Third Army troops 
in the recent war, will begin to- 
morrow and continue through 
Feb. 17. Hours will be 10 a.m. to 
10 p.m., daily and Sunday. 

The 94 paintings, each with a 
service record containing a run- 
nine account of the Is of 
their condition, were handled with 
more care than is given new-born 
babies as they were uncrated yes- 
terday afternoon and last night. 

Crates in which the paintings 
were packed were placed on com- 
forters on the floor before they 
were opened, to minimize shocks 
and vibration from the unvnack- 
ing process waich might cause 
the pigment to chip. 

Special Packing Precautions. 
Bach of the works of art was 
wrapped in tissue paper and 
packed in an individual box in 
the crates. The boxes had sponge 
rubber bases, as a protection 
against vibration. The ponge 
rubber, officials explained, was 
especially made for the job. 
Ordinary sponge rubber contains 
chemicals which give off fumes 
that might be absorbed by and 
damage the pigment. 

When each of the paintings was 
unpacked, it was placed on a 
comforter-covered table. Ernst 
Gunter Troche, curator of the Ger- 
manic National Museum at Nuern- 
berg, Germany, who is traveling 
with the exhibition, then examined 
every square inch carefully. 


Making sure that his clothing 
did not brush against the canvas, 
he looked for dust and cracks. 
Dust he blew off the painting. 
Wiping off dust, he explained, 


might ‘scratch the pigment. 
Other blemishes he examined 


with a magnifying glass and noted 
in the painting’s service recodr. 
The records contain such notes as 
“cleavage opening in old crack” 
and “contraction of paint film in- 
creasing.” A photograph of each 
new mar is made for inclusion in 
the record. 


Record Is Certified. 


When Troche had finished his 
examination and Mrs. Louis Hor- 
ton, assistant to the St. Louis mu- 
seum curator, had brought the 
record up to date, James B. Byrnes, 
curator of contemporary art at 
the Los Angeles County Museum, 
certified the accuracy of the rec- 
ord. Byrnes, at whose museum 
the ntings were shown last, is 
responsible for the paintings until 
the City Art Museum takes over. 

Then City Art Museum Curator 
Thomas T. Hoopes placed each 
painting on comforters on the floor 
beneath the place where it was 
to be hung. Thete were beads of 
perspiration on his forehead most 
of the night as he walked at a 
half-trotting pace, carrying the 
masterpieces at arm’s length to 
keep his clothing away from the 
canvasses. 

As a further protection against 
damage from vibration, none of 
the paintings was hung until 
screw eyes for all of them had 
been placed in the walls. Gallery- 
goers will find the paintings hung 
about nine inches higher than is 
customary, to make it easier to 
see the works over the heads of 
persons standing in front. The 
show will be free, but voluntary 
contributions will be accepted for 
the benefit of German children. 

While museum officials worked 
to unpack the works of art, amid 
arguments over the way in which 
they were to be hung, St. Louis 
newspaper reporters and art crit- 
ics craned their necks to look at 
the paintings. Two art students 
stood in the main hall, trying to 
get glimpses of the paintings as 
they were unpacked.

St. Louis automobile owners will 
have one last chance Monday to 


the deadline for arrests at 7 
o’clock Tuesday morning, and Li- 
cense Collector Frank A. Britton 
and Collector of Revenue Richard 
E. Gruner announced they will 
keep open longer than usual on 
Monday to accommodate last- 
minute applicants. 

Both offices will be open from 
8 a.m. to 8:30 p.m., instead of the 
usual 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Licenses 
are sold by Britton’s employes in 
the center lobby of City Hall, but 
many applicants first have to get 
proof from Gruner's office that 
they do not owe personal property 
tax. Receipts for taxes paid or a

A Misleading Argument 

Gov. Stevenson’s proposal for calling a con- 
stitutional convention in Illinois is being at- 
tacked by Reuben Soderstrom, head of the IIIi- 
nois State Federation of Labor. Some of the 
arguments Mr. Soderstrom is using simply 
aren't valid. For example, he tries to use Mis- 
souri’s experience as an argument. r 

In a letter to members of the Illinois General 
Assembly, Mr. Soderstrom says the Missouri 
Legislature was in session constantly for over 
two years following adoption of the new Con- 
stitution; that “the greater part. of this session 
was due to the tremendous amount of work in- 
volved in amending the statutes to conform to 
the new Constitution”; that 20 per cent of legis- 
lation requiring revision was lost; and that many 
“valuable court decisions handed down under 
the old Constitution were lost.” 

Mr. Soderstrom’s statement that the Legisla- 
ture was in session constantly for almost two 
years in the period immediately following the 
adoption of the Constitution is entirely mislead- 
ing. While the technical sine die adjournment 
did not come until nearly two years, actually 
the Senate was in session only 254 days in the 
two years, and the House 230 days. 

The long session was not due to the work of 
legislation, but to the fact that the Republican 
Legislature was in something of a conflict with 
the Democratic Governor, and desired to have 
the session open rather than to leave to the 
Governor the power to convene it in special ses- 
sion, which is the only way it could have met 
had there been an earlier sine die adjournment. 

The large number of bills before the Legisla- 
ture was due to the fact that there was a gen- 
eral consolidation of the departments of the 
state government. It was necessary to transfer 
the powers of old officers to new, and frequently 
many bills were needed to make one change, 
for instance, merely changing the title of an 
officer performing a specific duty. 

Mr. Soderstrom’s statement that 20 per cent 
of the legislation “was lost” also is misleading. 
In the process of legislation, many bills were 
abandoned for technical reasons and replaced 
by others. This was because of considerable 
duplication of bills introduced. 

As to “loss” of many valuable court decisions: 
Of course, there are instances of court interpre- 
tation of provisions of the old Constitution which 
will be of no value under the new Constitution. 


- But it seems rather odd that anyone would take 


the position that undesirable constitutional pro- 
visions should be retained, or that there should 
be no progress, only because a court interpre- 
tation of old provisions would no longer apply. 
Perhaps Mr. Soderstrom can make a case 
against constitutional reform in Illinois—though 
that is doubtful beeause it has been recognized 
for a long time that the organic law of our 
neighboring state clamors for revision. But cer- 
tainly Mr. Soderstrom will get nowhere in his 
pointless discussion of Missouri’s experience. 
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Good Works for a Gangster 


Ex-Underworld King Frank Costello of New 
York City is suffering from a rude setback to 
his ambition to proceed from the slot machine 
racket to good works. As one of 123 vice chair- 
men appointed by the Salvation Army for a 
fund-raising drive, he gave a dinner at the 
Copacabana for $100 a plate, to which he invited 
the leadeg of Tammany Hall, a bevy of State 
Supreme Court Justices, and other notables. 

The mantle of charity proved neither wide 
nor long enough to cover the affair. Some 
incongruity was left sticking out. When pub- 
licity was given to the event, guests were em- 
barrassed and Mr. Costello resigned his vice 
chairmanship. Only the Salvation Army re- 
tained its aplomb. It found itself legally, 
morally and happily unable to do anything but 
keep the $10,000. 

Our heart goes out to Mr. Costello in this 
matter.

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Israel Among the Nations 

The tide of recognition for Israel now is in 
full flood. Great Britain announces that it is 
about to extend de facto recognitian. Belgium, 
Luxembourg and The Netherlands said they will 
do likewise. France already has done so. There- 
fore all of the partners of the Western Alliance 
are now in line. 

The Scandinavian nations—Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark and Iceland—have indicated that they 
will join the lengthening parade. Switzerland 
also wants to be counted in. That means the 
number of nations recognizing Israel soon will 
be 35. And by its example, Australia is pushing 
them to go all the way, te make it de jure. 

There is no real reason why they should not. 
The usual reason for going no farther than de 
facta recognition is some doubt about the legiti- 
macy of the government which is exercising 
power in the nation in question. If there ever 
was ground for such a doubt about the Israeli 
regime, it was removed by this week's elections. 

Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion’s party was 
given the largest number of votes, but the other 
parties participating in his coalition also can 
point to substantial popular backing. The gov- 
ernment, in short, rules with the consent of the 
people. There can be no higher sanction. Cer- 
tainly, it is now beyond questioning by any out- 
side power. 

This should make a particular impression on 
the United States, devoted as it is to government 
of, by and for the people. American support of 
Israel was a prime factor in bringing many other 
nations to recognition of the new state. Hints 
from Washington now can be equally forceful in 
persuading them to make their recognition com- 
plete. One such hint was the granting of a 
8300. 000, 000 loan by the Export-Import Bank. 
But no hint could be stronger than the example 
of the United States itself granting Israel de jure 
recognition.

When he left the job of Washington Bureau 
chief of the Chicago Tribune, Arthur Sears Hen- 
ning wrote a touching letter to Col. Robert R. 
McCormick, reading as follows: 

As I relinquish the position I have held 
as chief of the bureau for 35 years, I can 
testify that the work and my relations with 
you have made it the most enjoyable and 
satisfying period of my life. 

During that time, I have received several 
tempting offers from other papers. I turned 
them all down for one reason: On the 
Tribune I knew I never would be ordered to 
do anything but to get the facts or to write 
anything but the truth. 


This statement needs a couple of footnotes. 
Mr. Henning is the reporter whose page 1 story 
on the night of Nov. 2 said flatly that Dewey 
had been elected President of the United States. 
On the basis of this story, the Tribune pro- 
claimed Dewey’s victory in an _ eight-column 
headline with box car letters. That will go down 
into history as one of the biggest blunders in 
American journalism. It had nothing to do with

Footnote No. 2 is that the Chicago Tribune is 
notorious for its twisting of the “facts” and the 
“truth” to suit the whims, prejudices and aims 
of Col. McCormick. Not content with express- 
ing opinion on the editorial page, the Chicago 
Tribune slants its news to suit the 
whims, prejudices. and aims Col. McCormick.

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A Strike for Mine Safety 


When coal mines are idle, it is usually be- 
cause a contract has run out and a new agree- 
ment as to wages has not been accepted by the 
two sides of the collective bargaining table.

It seems clear now that the currency 
reform introduced by Gen. Chiang Kai-shek 
last Aug. 19 hastened .the collapse of his 
armies, Some close observers believe that 
it was the main cause of the defeat. If 
that is so, an error of monetary policy has 
brought about—not for the first time—a 
sweeping change in the balance of world 
power. 


These aspects of history are often over- 
looked by the historian. Winston Churchill, 
in his recent book on the causes of the late 
war, entirely disregards the monetary 
events. of 1930 and 
1931 which contrib- 
uted so much to the 
growth of Hitler's 
power. In the record 
of the current 
changes in Asia the 
contribution .of Gen. 

Chiang’s personal 
currency scheme 
should not be omitted. 

When the new “gold 
yuan” was issued the 
Government ordered Chiang Kai-shek 
the surrender of all private holdings of 
gold, silver and foreign exchange against 
the new notes at fixed prices. The order 
was enforced by severe police measures 
and was widely obeyed. | 

But the new currency never gained pub- 
lic confidence. The Government did little 
to back it. The budget deficit continued 


In spite of an unusually good harvest, 


food supplies to the cities almost ceased 
after the August currency reform. The 
peasants would not sell against the new 
paper money (regarding the term “gold 
yuan” as fiction) at the maximum prices. 
Commodity markets came gradually to a 
standstill and exports dwindled. 

As is well known, the attempt to create 
stable prices and money values failed 
quickly and completely. Within a month 
the note circulation increased five times; 
prices almost became auction bids. 

The General, who had enforced the re- 
form scheme on his personal responsibility 
and against the strong advice of Chinese 
and foreign advisers, was personally in- 
volved in the fiaseo, 

It was not the first failure in Chinese 
currency policy. But while previous money 
debasements had hit the peasants who had 
their fields left or the merchants who had 
kept some assets in non-monetary forms, 


«the failure of 1948 ruined the middle class, 


which had nothing left when its savings 
were gone.

RULES ASSEMBLY 
HAS NO CONTROL 


Attorney General Holds 
Highway Commission 
Has Exclusive Author- 
ity Over Spending. 


By HERBERT A. TRASK 
Post-Dispatch. 


A ruling that the Legislature has 
no authority over the expenditure 
of state highway funds now under 
the jurisdiction of the State High- 
way Commission was made by the 
Attorney General's office late yes- 
terday, settling one of the most 
important issues raised at hear- 
ings before Gov. Smith's highway 
advisory committee. 

The opinion held that, under the 
State Constitution, the Highway 
Commission has exclusive author- 
ity over the funds, and that the 
Legislature cannot by law pre- 
scribe the type of roads to be 
built with the money or the pro- 
portion to be spent on primary and 
secondary roads. 

The possibility of diverting state 
highway funds to the counties, 
through legislative action, for en- 
penditure by county courts or 
some other local agencies on coun- 
ty roads, had been advanced by 
several speakers at the committee 
hearings. There was a difference 
of opinion whether this could be 
done without ‘amending the Con- 
stitution. 

The Attorney General's ruling, 
however, sustained the generally 
accepted view that the highway 
commission has sole power to de- 
termine the manner in which the 
funds shall be spent for roads, 
and that none of the monies can 
be allocated to the counties with- 
out changing the Constitution. An 
attempt to increase the gasoline 
tax and turn over part of the in- 
crease to the counties was made 
under the Curry road amendment 
to the Constitution. The Curry 
amendment was rejected by the 
voters last November. 

Co-operation Pledged. 

Members of the State Highway 
Commission were meeti with 
the Governor's committee when 
the ruling was received.

In the abser e of an 
amendment to the Consfitution, 
the commission would have no 
authority to donate state road 
funds to the counties for expendi- 
ture on county roads not part of 
the state system, he said. 

The highway department has 
proposed a 10-year road building 
program, under which it is pro- 
posed to expand and rehabilitate 
the primary, farm-to-market and 
urban state routes, and add 15,000 
miles of rural roads to the state 
system which could place within 
two miles of a state-maintained 
road every rural unit in the state, 
including farms, schools, churches, 
cemeteries and stores. 

John J. Powers of St. Louis, 
chairman of the commission, as- 
sured the Governor's committee 
that the commission would carry 
out that program if the necessary 
additional revenues were provided. 
It has been estimated that an 
increase in the gasoline tax from 
2 to 4 cents a gallon would be 
required. 

Public Completed. 

The Governor’s committee yes- 
terday completed a_i three-day 
series of public hearings at which 
representatives of interested 
groups presented their views on 
the needs for improving the state 
highway programs and how the 
work should be financed. The com- 
mittee recessed until Feb. 23, to 
give members an opportunity to 
study the statements, exhibits and 
transcripts of testimony of numer- 
ous witnesses. 

At the suggestion of former 
Gov. Lloyd C. Stark. of 
the committee, the Highway Com- 
mission said it would adopt a 
formal resolution stating what it 
would and could do with rev- 
enues made available in the next 
10 years. Powers said the resdlu-

Ungava Ore Gaining New Backers 
For St. Lawrence Waterway Plan 
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Iron Interests, Great Lake Shippers Waver- 
ing in Their Opposition to Deep Channel 
—Railroads Still Against It.

Increase in Last Six Months 
of 1948 Despite Cut in Per- 
sonal Income Levy.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AF) — 
Personal income tax collections in 
the last half of 1948 were only 
$716,216,000 below those of the cor- 
responding period of 1947, despite 
the tax rate slash last year. 

The lower receipts were’ more 


than offset by a $1,077,310,000 in- 


crease in corporate income taxes, 
which helped send total tax col- 
lections $488,821,000 higher in the 
last half of 1948. 

These points highlight an In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau report that 
puts total tax collections for the 
period at $17,848,574,000. 

Individual income taxes for the 
six months totaled $6,862,330,000 
with withholding taxes bringing 
in $4,932,527,000 of that amount. 
The big season for individual in- 
come tax collections does not reach 
its climax until next March 15. 

Corporations, chief target of 
President Truman’s request for a 
new four billion dollar tax in- 
crease, paid a total of 312,298,544, 
000 in taxes on income and profits 
in the six-month period. 

Liquor tax collections for the 
last half of 1948 were off $78,722,- 
000 from the corresponding period 


‘| of 1947, with a total yield of $1,197,- 


456,000. 

Tobacco taxes, on the other 
hand, brought in $11,258,000 more, 
for total yield of $665,250,000. 

Although retail excise taxes were 
down by $6,531,000, they still 
brought in $204,130,000 from last 
July 1 to New Year's day.

Levies on 
luggage (including handbags) and 
on cosmetics showed increases of 
$1,432,000 and $1,096,000 respec- 
tively. 

Taxes on admissions to movies, 
plays and concerts gave the Gov- 
ernment $210,254,000 in the last 
half of 1948, an increase of $1,483,- 
000 over the total for the cor- 
responding part of 1947.
